Dear Property Owners, 


On February 16, 2023, our office received a complaint regarding the above referenced 
property. The complaint alleges the item checked below, which is a violation of the 
Berkeley Municipal Code. 


v¥ Tenant alleges seeing rodent droppings inside of apartment unit walls. 


Section 11.32.030 Rodent proofing and extermination required. 

All buildings and structures shall be rodent proofed and maintained in a rodent free 
condition. 

Section 11.32.030 Rodent Harborage 

No person shall possess, occupy or maintain, or cause or permit another person to 
occupy or maintain, any building structure, vehicle or any other place in such a condition 
as will permit the breeding or harboring therein, or thereon, of rodents or any other vermin. 
Section 11.32.060 Rodent Harborage — Notice to make rodentproof. 

When determined by the Chief of Environmental Health, that any building or structure 
constitutes a rodent harborage, he may serve a notice in writing upon the person 
occupying and the person owning, in charge of or in control of same to rodentproof such 
building or structure, or any portion thereof, within a reasonable time. 


On February 16 2023, an inspection was conducted and the inspector observed several 
openings along the exterior walls of the building complex structure (see attached 
inspection report). The inspector also observed several rodent droppings in the wall 
spaces where the heater unit is located for Unit A. We request your cooperation in taking 
the appropriate action to correct the violations. 
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Using materials impervious to rodent gnawing, eliminate all rodent entry points in the 
exterior walls and at the front entrance doors to the 1* floor dining room. Rodents are 
able to access openings greater that % inch in width. Contact a licensed pest control 
operator to initiate a rodent control program. 


Please be advised that you have 15 days to correct the violations. Non-compliance may 
result in an administrative citation, a court appearance, or an administrative hearing with 
the Manager of Environmental Health at 2180 Milvia Street, Berkeley, CA. 


We are looking forward to your cooperation, and will be happy to assist you in achieving 
compliance.
